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ALLIED ARMIES AGAIN ASSUME THE OFFENSIVE 


A NEW BATTLE IS IN PROGRESS 
TO DECIDE “ThMATE OF FRANCE” 


French and British Troops CX^upy a 
Front Passing Near Give’ ^ 


Position of Allies Gained by Hard Fighting— 
They are Holding the Germans and Sharply 
Checking Their Attacks—Again Assumed 
the Defensive on Right—Belgians Repulse 
Attack .on Maiines, Near Antwerp 


PARIS, Aug. 36 (Wednesday), 13.10 a.m.—The War Office has 
issued the I'ollowing official announcement: — 

“The Commander-in-Ohlef. requiring all available forces on the 
Meuse, has ordered the progressive abandonment of occupied terri¬ 
tory. Muelhausen has again been evacuated. 

“A new battle is in progress between Maubcuge (Department 
oi tlie Nord) and Donon (Depai-tment of Doubs). On it hangs the 
late of France. Operations in Alsace along tlie Khinc would take 
away troops upon which iniglit depend victory. It is necessary’ that 
they all withdraw from Alsace temporarily, in order to assure its final 
deliverance. It is a mattter of Itard necessity. 


MHEREABOUTS OF BRITISH. 

“Vl’est of the Meuse, as a result of orders issued on Sumlay by 
the Conuiiander-in-Chief, tlie troops whicli are to remain on the cov¬ 
ering line to take up the defensive are massetl as follows : The 

French and British troops occupy a front passing near Givet, which 
they gained by hartl fighting. They are holding their adversaries and 
sliarply checking tlieir attacks.

mier Asquith informed the mem” 
hers of the House of Commons 
this afternoon, “that the with" 
drawal of his troops to a new 
position was successfnly effected. 
It was not accomplished without 
considerable loss. They were 
pressed hard by the enemy, who, 
however, were shaken off. 

“It Is not desirable to say 
anything more at the present mo¬ 
ment, except that the Field Mar¬ 
shal reports that, In spite of hard 
marching and hard fighting, the 
British forces are in the best of 
spirits. 

“He estimates his casualties at 
something over two thousand, hut 
wo have not yet received any

Kitchener’s Speech. 

Lord Kitchener made his first 
speech as Minister of 'War in the 
House of Lords to-day.

He laid emphasis on the fact 
that his position In the Cabinet Involv¬ 
ed adherence to neither party. H< 
said:

ee This Matter Through.’’ 

“It has been asked why this period 
has been limited. It is because if 
this disastrous war be prolonged—and 
no one can foretell for a certainty its 
duration—^^that after three years of 
r "Others will take our places and 
1 this matter through. 

“There will be serious conflicts, 
which will undoubtedly strain the 
forces of our Empire, and undoubt¬ 
edly considerable sacrifices to our 
people will be entailed. These will 
willingly be borne for our honor and 
for the preservation of our position 
in the world, and they will be shared 
by our Dominions, who are now send¬ 
ing contingents and giving asskstance 
of every kind to the mother country. 

‘•Our expeditionary force has taken 
the field on the French northwest 
frontier, and advanced to the neigh- 
borhoo'd of Mons, in Belgium. Our 
troops already have been for thirty- 
six hours in contact with the superior 
forces of the German invaders. Dur¬ 
ing that time they maintained the 
best traditions of the British soldier, 
and behaved with the utmost gal¬ 
lantry. The movements they have 
been called upon to execute have been 
those which demanded the greatest 
steadiness in a soldier and skill in 
the commanders.” 

Praise for the Troops.

Time Against Germany.

ITALY WILL BE IN IT on the side of the Allies within a few days 
unless all signs fall. The refusal of the Italian Government to send 
the army of Italy forth to do battle on behalf of Germany and Aus¬ 
tria gave mortal offence at Berlin and Vienna. Were the Teutons to 
win, Italy would be suljjected to humiliation at the hands of the vic¬ 
tors, perhaps to loss of territory as well. Italian statesmen must, 
therefore, see to it that the Teutons do not win. And the best way to 
make sure of this is to throw Italy’s army into the scale against the 
new Napoleon. The Italians added to the ring of foes surrounding 
Germany and Austria would put the result beyond peradventure, for 
Italy can place at least 6 00,000 first-rate fighting men in the field.

PASSENGERS SAW IT IN TIME TO 
GET OUT OB’ DANGER—A

Chatham, Aug. 25.—Several passen¬ 
gers on a Pere Marquette southbound 
train had a narrow escape to-night 
when a runaway yard engine on the 
G.T.R. smashed into the smoker at the 
diamond Just near the city limits. The 
yard engine was standing near the 
G.T.R. depot, a mile west of the dia¬ 
mond, when she started away.

SASKATCHEWAN CROPS 
ARE NOW LARGELY CUT 


(Canadian Press Despatch.) 

Regina, Sask., Aug. 25. — The Sas¬ 
katchewan Government crop report of 
tc-day says; 

•(Telegraphic reports to the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture for the week end¬ 
ing August 22 show that 85 per cent, 
of the wheat is cut; 85 per cent, of 
the oats. 60 per cent, of the barley, 
and 30 per cent, of the flax. 

"Rain, which came too late to be of 
much service to the grain crops, 
rept in the case of green feed, has 
been general throughout the Province, 
and ha.s delayed harvesting operations 
for a few days. Thrashing has been 
commenced at a few points, but is not 
general. 

•’It would appear now that damage 
in consequence of the frost of the 9th 
instant has been considerable. On 
this account, and because of the 
drought, very little wheat will grade 
better than No. 2 Northern, and much 
wil be below that grade. In most dis¬ 
tricts the potato crop will be very 
sfnall, on account of the drought and 
frost. 

•‘The yield of wheat will not be as 
large as was anticipated earlier in 
the season, and the general average 
wiH not exceed twelve bushels to the 
acre, while In the southwest, where 
thrashing has been done, the yield Is 
about five bushels. There is no 
shortage of men or twine, except at a 
few points, where more men are need* 
ed for thrashing. • 

“Carnduff and Carlyle report men 
scarce. Approximately 7,000 men In 
Saskatchewan have taken advantage 
of the opportunity offered by the 
Government to travel on reduced 
fares from districts where the crops 
have been a failure to points where 
work In the harvest fields is obtain¬ 
able.”

Berlin, Aug. 25 (by wireless tele¬ 
graph to the Associated Press by way 
of Nauen, Germany, and Sayville, 
Long Island).—An ofifeial announce¬ 
ment made public here to-day says 
that the city of Namur and five of 
its forts have been captured by the 
Germans.

It appears that the Germans early 
in the morning, while making then- 
way from Snaeskerke to Ostend, came 
into contact with the guards in the 
vicinity of Lefflnghe, some three 
miles from Ostend. 

After a fierce fight the Germans 
were driven back, with the loss of 
several men and an 'officer wounded, 
while the gendarmes lost three killed 
and several wounded. 


“EMPEROR OF EUROPE.” 

A despatch from Ostend says: "The 
Handelsblaad states that since Mon- 
no Germans have been in Brus¬ 
sels. Arrivals from Liege state that 
many houses there were burned last 
week.

Valcartier Military Camp, Aug. 25.

Orders were received at head¬ 
quarters yesterday for the outfitting 
of all the troops in field service kit. 
T.bere were outfits at the ordnance 
stores here for twenty thousand men, 
aiid orders were immediately given 
tojT half as many more, as the offic- 
eris are figuring on thirty thousand 
n being here ere a new week IS en¬ 
tered upon. 

Fit Fellows I’rom Far West. 

The cities of Montreal, Calgary and 
Red Deer furnished the 3,54)0 men 
who reached the camp to-day. There 
were over 900 Calgary men and they 
were about the fittest looking lot that 
has so far put in appearance. Many 
of them were attired in cowboy cos¬ 
tumes, and they evoked general ad¬ 
miration. 

A Striking Proof of Unity. 

The Montrealers travelled in four 
special trains. The 5th Royal Scots 
came one thousand one hundred and 
strong, thus wresting from the 
en’s Own of Toronto their dis¬ 
tinction of being the strongest unit. 
The other Montreal regiments com¬ 
prised the First Grenadier Guards, the 
■'ictoria Rifles and the 65th Regiment.

Washington, Aug. 25.—An acute 
situation has arisen in the Balkan 
States over the possible entry of Tur¬ 
key into the European war, accord¬ 
ing to official advices to t’ne Ameri¬ 
can Government from various sources. 

Turkey has not yet given Great 
Britain, France and Russia a satis¬ 
factory explanation of the entry into 
the Dardanelles of the German cruis¬ 
ers Goeben and Breslau. When it 
was first reported that T -.key had 
purchased these ve.ssels Great Britain, 
France and Russia demanded that 
the crews of the two ships be repat¬ 
riated immediately. To-day’s de¬ 
spatches revealed that German crews 
were still aboard the cruisers. 

Many Washington diplomats famil¬ 
iar with the situation consider it 
practically certain that should Turkey 
side with Germany and Austria. Italy 
would abandon her position of neu¬ 
trality and join Great Britain, France, 
Russia and Servia. who could count 
also on the assistance of Greece. 

Greece Is under maitial law, with 
her armies mobilized along the fron¬ 
tier watching Turkey’s movements. 
The troops of the Ottoman Empire 
arc quietly mobilizing without public 
order to that effect. Italy’s order for 
mobilization on August 27 is believed 
here to be due to some extent to Tur¬ 
key’s military activities.

“THE STERN CALU OF DUTY.” ‘ 

The Canadian people do not yet know that war 
is on: long, bitter, wasting war: on for Canada 
past recal}. The talk still is about the loss of 
holidays, the nuisance of higher prices, the change 
of social programs. The bugle note sounds as 
for a shamfight, and we watch the volunteers in 
khaki and in kilts as though they marched to the 
Don Valley or the Humber, We almost boast of 
Parliament’s first war-budget of $60,000,000, and 
of Canada’s first contingent of twenty thousand 
men, as though with that we had paid in full. 
God forgive us for playing lightly with stern 
words: talking war hut thinking sport. God help 
us if we learn the worst too soon. 

No Canadian dreamed the bolt out of Europe’ 
war-cloud would strike in Canada. Anything is 
possible, but this thing struck us unawares. The 
great captains of industry are caught with their 
output unsecured in Germany, in Austria-Hun¬ 
gary, In Russia, and they count their losses In the 
millions. The great merchants are taken by 
surprise. The economists said It could not 
The banks prepared for squalls, hut not out of 
central Europe. The Government and Parliament 
were no wiser than the rest of us, and the real 
emergency found the “Rainbow” on a cruise, the 
“Niobe” dismantled, and no other defences on 
either shore. Either we were an honest, peace¬ 
ful nation or we were fools and traitors. 

But there is now no peace. There can be no 
peace ever again, not for Britain, not for Canada, 
not for any free nation or peace-loving people io 
all the world, unless and Mntil this despot-power 
;tiiat has made war, is broken, and broken forever. 

The Globe ddes not believe Ifa war. It hates 
war, its spirit, its ideal, and Its purpose. It has 
learned from all history that the real problems 
at issue between nations war never solves, 
does not believe that the problem of Teuton and 
Slav, that lay behind this world-struggle, ' 
solved by war he It never so bloody, never so 
w'asteful of men, never so Insulting to God. And 
it does stand, and now more resolutely than ever, 
for international disarmament, international ar¬ 
bitration, and international defence. 

But there can be no disarmament, no arbitra¬ 
tion, no peace for the nations, until the most col¬ 
ossal and most complete war-engine this world 
has ever seen is broken to pieces, and the mad¬ 
ness that conceived It cast out of the nations. 

It is with this stern and solemn conviction, and 
Dut of its seventy years of public service. The Globe 
calls t.o the people of Canada, to all the people 
and to their leaders and their Government, to face 
this crisis as for our very life. It is, in cold and 
unexaggerated truth, a llfe-and-death struggle. 
Despotism in its supreme stronghold has appealed 
to Caesar: to Caesar we must go. The argument 
is brute-forca; we must meet it with brute-force. 
Not a war budget of $50,000,000, but of $100,- 
000,000. A call not for twenty thousand men, 
hut tor one hundred thousand men. Training 
camps not for weeks, but for months, it may be 
for years. Not alone the dedication of our sons 
and of our kinsmen, but the solemn consecration 
of ourselves,also, the skill of our women and the 
strength of our men, fhe power of leadership and 
the fidelity of service, the devotion of love and 
' , the passion of prayer: and' all this, from every one 
■ of us who is not a Judas, until the sw’eat comes 
, as great drops of blood. Not till then will' we 
know what this cup means or prove worthy of this 
call. 

Let there be no mistake; Canada’s day of 
testing is at hand. The unevaslve words of Lord 
Kitchener yesterday, his first words as Min¬ 
ister of War, make plain the unprecedented na¬ 
ture of the situation in Europe, what is expected 
from the overseas Dominions, and the standard 
of service and sacrifice set by the mother country. 
If through the long months to come Britain must 
maintain on the continent an efficient army of not 
'less than a half-million men, the contingents from 
Canada in the end cannot fall far short of one 
, hundred thousand. And every one of these men 
must he trained not merely to aim and shoot, but 
to endure the hardness of a good soldier’

APPROPRIATING GERMAN INVESTMENTS. 

Foreign investments in Canada will probably 
be investigated as a consequence of the suggestion 
to confiscate such as are held by those with 
whom we are now at war. Foreign investments, 
like domestic investments, may be classed as pro¬ 
ductive and obstructive. Men of enterprise in 
foreign countries who take advantage of Can¬ 
adian opportunities and embark in productive in¬ 
dustry or active commerce are a benefit to the 
Dominion. They Increase the wealth available 
and make it easier for Canadians to supply their 
wants by productive labor. They ma^q produc¬ 
tive investments, Their capital or. stored labor 
has been used to augment the daily product. On 
the other hand, those who merely buy Canadian 
land, standing timber, or mineral claims, waiting 
for the pressure of Canadian necessities to en¬ 
able them to demand more than they gave, make 
obstructive investments. Iii fact such purchases 
for the purpose of idle holding should, not be 
called investments. The term is misleading and 
occasionally sustains the erroneous' conclusion 
that such buyers and holders are not parasitic 
when they secure higher prices. There is no real 
investment when natural opportunities are held 
idly In expectation of an increased price. Inspec¬ 
tion of the property held reveals nothing but stag¬ 
nation. _ It is truh the so-called foreign Investor 
brought capital to the Dominion and gave it for 
his holtlings. But if that capital is really In¬ 
vested by anyone It creates and draws its Interest 
from the public. If the public pay also a profit 
to the holders of idle wealth they are paying two 
interests on one capital investment. 

It is asserted that Emperor William Is a 
holder of British Columbia timber to the value of 
$29,000,000. If his capital Is given for the priv¬ 
ilege of holding for a rise in price it is used de¬ 
structively, and if used in the cutting and manu¬ 
facture of timber and lumber it Is a productive or 
actual investment. The largest German invest-, 
ments In Canada are said to be in the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. So far as these investments are 
employed in the transportation of freight' and 
pas.sengers they ace beneficial, hut so far as they 
represent speculative holding of land they are 
Injurious. The one service Is productive and the 
other obstructive. As we have not yet adopted 
a different attitude toward the two classes of do¬ 
mestic Investments there is not likely to be any 
discrimination between the two classes of hold¬ 
ings by foreign enemies if a policy of confiscation 
is adopted. The investigation of German hold¬ 
ings in Canada may not only yield valuable war 


LABOR AND OTHER FARM PROBJ,EMS. 

An unusually instructive system of operating 
two farms in partnership is described on the agri¬ 
cultural page of this issue. The farms are those 
owned and worked by two Davidsons, father and 
son, in the county of Peel, and from the descrip¬ 
tion of their Ideal plans and practical methada 
it is easy to understand how they have been suc¬ 
cessful. Agriculture lends Itself advantageously 
to almost continuous co-operation, and it 
cause for both surprise and regret that there i 
so few cases of Its exercise by -members of the 
same family circle. 

The account given of their experiments by the 
two men goes to prove that mixed farming pays 
when the soil is reasonably good and when it is 
scientifically treated. Their experience with 
pure-bred live stock ’ has become encouragingly 
common, as the pages of The Globe abundantly 
testify, but it is well worth while to record yet 
another signal success secured under quite' or¬ 
dinary conditions.. In dairying the testing of tl^ 
milk is an absolute necessity,. as are alfalfa and 
ensilage. These statements may fairly be re¬ 
garded as axiomatic, and so may he the discouri-, 
aging effect of dogs on the sheep industry. The 
dog is a wild animal conventionalized, but he is 
always liable to reversions. ' 

The Globe has been for a long time intermit¬ 
tently advocating the substitution of above¬ 
ground stables for those under barns, and It is 
satisfactory to find that Mr. Davidson endorses 
its contention. The growing-prevalence of germ 
diseases in farm herds must he due to some cause, 
and it would be worth while for practical farmers 
to act for a time on Mr. Davidson’s suggestion 
and watch the results: separate stables wi1;h 
plank walls starting up from a low concrete base. 
As basement stables those described may be “w^l 
lighted and dry,” but they are certainly not well 
ventilated. No basement room can be made so 
in either a barn or a dwelling house. 

There is a labor problem on the Davldsoh’ 
farm as on fhousands of others, biit, w;ith a dif- 
ferfence:' there the problem has been solved by 
the application to It ot~a little comnion sensh- and 
common honesty. Labor on the farm is fortun¬ 
ately not inherently distasteful to the “hired 
man”; quite the reverse. What makes him hard 
to retain on the farm are odious remediable con¬ 
ditions. Married men with families are the best- 
laborers, because it is hard for them to move 
from farm to farm as the artisan shifts from shop 
to shop. But the man with a family cannot live 
on a farm that does not furnish him with a home 
and at least a garden plot. This Is so manifest 
that the farmer who falls to comprehend and im¬ 
prove the situation must be either obtuse or Un¬ 
social. '

WAR ON THE ARMY MOTH. 

During the month of September the inch-long 
army worm develops into a moth, and may carry 
war, literally speaking, into fresh territory. 
The Bureau of Entomology, Washington, in co¬ 
operation with the Agricultural Department of 
the United States, has adopted a singularly effect¬ 
ive method for tracking the habits of this pest 
and ridding the country of its presence. 

In order to discover whether the army worm 
in the moth stage passes from one State to an¬ 
other to fertilize, the Bureau of Entomology has 
hit upon the device of liberating a number of 
these moths after painting one of their wings 
with a color to represent the State in which they 
are set free. In this way accurate Information 
to their migratory habits may be obtained 
which will aid in their destruction. For example, 
one wing of each moth caught at Charlottesville, 
Vh., is painted with a black or yellow stain; at 
Portsmouth, Va., one wing of eac.i specimen cap¬ 
tured alive is stained red, and at Hagerstown, Md., 
one wing of each is painted a violet blue. Any¬ 
one finding a moth with one gray wing and the 
other painted blue, red, yellow, or black will 
know that the advance guard of the army moth 
has arrived, and should swat it without compunc¬ 
tion, sending information of its whereabouts to 
the Agricultural Department. 


SOMETHING WRONG ABOARD. 

Frequent accidents on the Welland Canal 
have occasioned I much adverse comment. Sojne 
are due to Incompetence on the part of employ¬ 
ees, but blunders in the handling of vessels seem 
the more fruitful source of Injury. The mistak¬ 
ing of signals is a common explanation when a 
vessel crashes through closed gates and releases 
a destructive rush of water. There must be a 
deplorable amount of Incompetence in positions of 
responsibility when these things take place with 
such alarming frequency. 

It may be that the economies which have been 
transforming the attitude of sailors toward their 
vessels, repla,cing the sailor with the deck-hand, 
and forcing the organization of unions among all 
ranks even up to the lake captains, are hearing 
fruit. The aphorism that the cheapest man is 
generally the dearest may have an application to 
classes as well as individuals. The gradual 
transformation of classes as the responsible men 
in executive positions conform to the demands 
of directorates for greater economies may have 
wasteful and destructive results. The cheapened 
class of service may become the dearest, although 
the cause of the greater outlays may not he dis-

It is stated in the Bri^iish :P>-esB.;ou the aut^dir- 
ity. of Air. T. Canfion Of the London Corn Ex¬ 
change, that prominent Canadian millers can¬ 
celled their contracts In Britain when it was an¬ 
nounced that the Canadian Government would 
make a gift of a million bags of flour. He de¬ 
clares it unfair that millers should cancel twen¬ 
ty-five shilling contracts for the delivery of flour 
in Britain In order to sell the same flour at thir¬ 
ty-five shillings to the Canadian Government for 
a gift to Britain. As a penalty it is suggested 
that every miller in Canada who has cancelled a 
contract for delivery in Britain after the an¬ 
nouncement of the Canadian.^ flour contribution 
be denied participation in the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment’s purchases. 

No names have been published of Canadian 
millers who have cancelled contracts at lower 
rates to take advantage of the higher rates paid 
by the Dominion. It may be that some small 
transactions have caused unfair reflections on 
Canadian milling Interests. The Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment Is dividing orders fairly among the large 
and small millers without special bias in favor of 
or against any individual or corporation. The 
placing of so large an order is in itself a matter 
of considerable difficulty. It Is not likely that 
any prominent milling firm will do anything that 
might justify the withholding of patronage or the 
showing of favoritism In placing orders.

unable to open the factories in 
ronto and Brantford at the usual 
this year, after stock-taking. We had 
not thought It expedient, or desira- 
able, either in the interests' of our c 
company, or the general business 
terests of the community, to.make any 
public statement regarding the effect 
of the war upon our business. W 
did, however, think it due our em 
ployees that they should know th 
situation, and the following notice wa 
posted on our works notice board oi 
August 11: 

'To the employees of the To¬ 
ronto Works: 

The present season’s manufac¬ 
turing program will be complet¬ 
ed on or about Saturday, the 
22nd inst., when the works will 
be closed for our annual stock- 

Until the outbreak of the war 
it had been our expectation to 
begin manufacturing for the 
1915 season about the usual time 
(October 1), 

The effect of the war is sb 
widespread that during its con¬ 
tinuance we cannot hope for fur¬ 
ther business in Europe, and 
must, therefore, reduce our out¬ 
put accordingly. You will appre¬ 
ciate what this means when we 
say that about one-half of the 
output of the works, during the 
season just closing, was for Eur¬ 
opean countries. 

As the shut-down may last for 
several months, we are stating 
frankly the situation the com-pany 
finds itself in, so that employees 
who can may secure employment 
elsewhere during the Interval. 

We need scarcely say that we 
regret exceedingly the necessity 
for this, the first shut-down in 
fifteen years. 

MilUons Tied Up. 

The percentage of our business dur 
ing the past year in European coun 
tries, as above stated, "was about one 
half of our total output, nearly all of 
it in those countries now at war. Im¬ 
mediately the war broke out every 
order we had in hand from Europe 
was cancelled by cable, including 
some for which the gopds were al¬ 
ready manufactured or in process of 
manufacture. 

In addition to Europe, we had 


' foreign business in Australia, New 
Zealand, South America and South 
Africa. 

We have always felt that the wide¬ 
spread character of our business en¬ 
sured unusual stability as against 
fluctuating crops or commercial con¬ 
ditions. This has often been demon¬ 
strated, and particularly during the 
last two years, when most industries 
In Canada have been employing a 
smaller number of men than usual, 
and many running on short time, 
while our company has given steady 
employment to a larger number of 
men than ever before in its history. 
Under the extraordinary conditions 
created by the disastrous war sud¬ 
denly precipitated upon the world, 
the widespread operations of the 
company have unexpectedly created 
an embarrassing situation. We. have 
branch houses In London, Paris, Ber¬ 
lin, Budape.st and Moscow, and in ad¬ 
dition business connections in all other 
European countries. Our collection 
season there Is during the early 
tumn months, and the war has, 
therefore, overtaken us at a time 
when our sales for the year have been 
largely completed, but no collections 
made. The result is that we have 
several millions of dollars completely 
tied up, probably until the eml of the 
war, with the certainty of substantial 
ultimate losses. There is, therefore, 
left to the company only its Canadian 
and Australasian trade, with probably 
later on access also to some of the 
other foreign countries who are 
present neutral. 

The Winter Uro.specti?. 

It Is obviously impossible* for the 
company to operate its works on th( 
basis of ordinary conditions. Natur¬ 
ally we will desire to run to the full 
limit of the trade available. Having 
in view the best interests of our 
employees, we have planned that 
such manufacturing as is possible 
under the changed conditions will 
be carried on during the winter 
months. We earnestly hope to have 
sufficient work, beginning In the late 
autumn and continuing during the 
winter months, to employ at least 
those of our staff who have families 
to support. 

Our company does not seek pub¬ 
licity, and makes the above state¬ 
ment reluctantly, and only because 
we feel it necessary to do so, in view 
of the very unfair criticisms made 
upon it by some of the newspapers, 
who have not realized that already 
company has been more directly 
affected by the war than any other 
in Canada. 

'Fhe above facts surely justify the 
policy of the company as indicated in 
the notice to the employees posted on 
11th of the month.
